Hits A bout B eans ( 
In today's fast - paced world of 
change it's heartening to know some 
tilings hic stable. For instance, take 
that universal favorite, a crock of 
beans. 
Since time began, man has 
had a hunkering for beans. 
Once 
they grew everywhere on tangled 
vines, and man munched them aa 
he roamed tile forests. 
When he 
'.'taw led out of his cave and started 
i g a r d e n , man included beans 
among his very first crops, 
Some kind of Wan has appeared 
In every agriculture since then, 
though it wits not always used as 
food. 
Somehow, perhaps because 
they seemed imperishable beans got 
mixed up with mythology and por­ 
ts ut. ’i he Finn uolrs of Egypt were 
huiu-d with a Wwl of W-ans at their 
head and feet. For the Romans, Ute 
Kalends of the Bean was an impor­ 
tant holiday to secure special bless­ 
ings on the home. 
On this day, 
early in the morning, the head of 
the household washed his hands 
three times in a sliver ewer of 
water, then he plucked nine hands­ 
ful of Wan* from a golden vessel, 
and, tossing them over his shoulder, 
repeated tach tune, "With these 
beans I icdeem myself and my 
household.” 
After several centuries of glory, 
the bean went buck to the kitchen 
in medieval tunes. Broad beans ap­ 
pealed in every garden, and black 
. U-an soup formed the day-in, day- 
out dict of serfs on the feudal estate. 
But nothing new happened to lieans 
until the white man came to Amer­ 
ica. Here be found the indian en­ 
joying a new kind, the pea bean 
that we use today. And these beans 
were cooked differently than they 
had ever been before. The Indian 
dug a hole in the ground, dropped 
in heated stones, placed a crock of 
beans on the glowing rocks, and 
covered the hole with leaves and 
mulch until the beans were done. 
Adapting the Indians dish, Ute Pil­ 
grim mothers added a sluicing of 
vauce, with salt pork and onions 
lid spice 
Aud they baked theirs 
for long houri in a fireplace oven 
until each beun was mealy, tender, 
and a warm nut brown. 
Soon the potful of oven - baked 
beans was a favorite national food 
It sailed the world on clipocr ships; 
ii went west in packhorse trains, ox 
carts, and covered wagons. 
The 
miner, the lumberjack, the cow­ 
puncher, the explorer, all relied on 
beaus. They became puit of Anteri 


can table folklore, and our menfolks 
still have a hankering for them to­ 
day. But today** housewife la sparer! 
all the time - and - trouble - taxing 
chore of overnight soaking and day 
long baking. Our beans now comr 
in cans. but. true to tu itio n , they 
are stilt blessed with a savory, 
spiced sauce and bakqg In a bot 
dry oven. , 
But their virtu— So bot'atop ritfht 
here.
